The Article Winning Second Prize in the Contest on “Queer 
Experiences of an Asbestos Salesman” 


All afternoon the little steam yacht plugged along 
against the current of the mighty St. Lawrence, striving to 
reach Montreal before dark, the end of the first leg of our 
long journey from Hartford by way of Lake Champlain to 
Labrador. Two weeks had already been spent on the way 
and we must hurry or miss the best of the salmon fishing. 
The sun was still high above the horizon when we fought 
our way up the St. Mary’s current and soon were snugly 
moored at our dock. Dinner finished, there was time to 
take stock of our surroundings before retiring. 

The scene along the water front was not very enter- 
taining from a landsman’s point of view; but to anyone 
interested in the sea and ships there was plenty to look at 
and admire. The port at this time of year is full of big 
ships from every country in the world; lying quite close 
to us was a big steamer flying the Norwegian flag. This 
boat and her cargo were a source of great interest to the 
youngsters on the yecht, including the writer, and a great 
deal of time was spent in gratifying that natural curiosity 
exhibited by boys and puppies in poking around and pick- 
ing up anything small enough to be easily carried away. 

Piled on the dock and in box ears nearby were many 
hundreds of jute bags containing a hard rocklike substance, 
different however from any rock we had ever seen because 
it could be pulled to pieces and shredded into long white 
fibres resembling cotton wool. This material, we were in- 
formed by the French stevedores, was ‘‘Pierre de Coton,’’ 
the French Canadian name for Asbestos which was mined 
at Thetford, Quebec, and this particular lot was going to 
the Germans who were then buying quantities of asbestos, 
probably in anticipation of the recent war. 


On the day of our departure we cast off early in the 
morning, steaming past the Steamship ‘‘Yuba’’ (for such 
was the name of the vessel mentioned above) an officer on 
her bridge waved his farewell and we replied with three 
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blasts of our siren. Our throbbing engine soon carried us 
beyond his view, none of us dreaming that we would meet 
again, before many days, under more thrilling cireum- 
stances, to witness the destruction of his vessel and the loss 
of her valuable cargo of asbestos. 

Early next morning passing down the north side of 
the river, we obtained a good view of the narrow path up 
the cliffs west of Quebec, where General Wolfe and his 
troops climbed to the Plains of Abraham and the Con- 
quest of Canada. We stopped a few hours in the ancient 
city, then on down past Island of Orleans. thru the 
dangerous Traverse, where many a good ship has left her 
bones, we came to the great river Saguenay, which drains 
the vast mountain wilderness to the northward and tarried 
there a while between the high picturesque hills forming its 
banks, and then on out into the Gulf. For several days we 
steamed along leisurely, stopping once west of Seven Islands 
to try our luck with the salmon in one of the many small 
rivers. The season being a little early for good fishing so 
far up the Gulf, we only succeeded in taking four fish, the 
largest of which weighed slightly under twenty-two pounds, 
and put up a grand fight lasting forty minutes before it 
could be brought to the gaff. 

So far we had enjoyed fine weather. but on the second 
day after passing Seven Islands, the weather gave signs of 
a change and late in the evening we encountered a heavy 
swell from the southeast. The wind kept increasing all 
night and by morning was blowing heavily. The sea con- 
tinued to make and by noon we had slowed down to about 
four knots, steaming slowly right into the teeth of the gale. 
Before dark the rain came down in torrents and the fog be- 
came so thick as to make navigation diffieult. There being 
no harbors on that part of the coast, we laid our course by 
the chart and stood out to sea, prepared for a nasty night. 
There was not much sleep for anyone on board, during the 
next few hours. The violent movements of the vessel, with 
the crash of the waves coming on board, kept even the best 
sailor awake. Early in the morning the lookout reported 
hearing a steamer’s siren close behind us. This ealled for 
immediate attention on the part of those responsible for 
the navigation of the yacht as we were far to the northward 
of the track of outbound steamers, and we knew of no ship 
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at present in that part of the gulf, and any vessel in those 
waters would be miles off her course. We accordingly 
altered direction north, and some few minutes later saw the 
port light of a large steamer pass uncomfortably close. We 
knew her to be a big vessel by the speed she was making in 
that sea, but were unable to account for her presence in 
those waters as the regular route to the St. of Belle Isle 
was some distance south. However, there she was and we 
soon forgot her, as we had troubles of our own. 

By dead reckoning, we expected to be near the Mingan 
Islands about daylight, where we would find shelter. There 
is a lighthouse on the most westerly of this group, and we 
were anxiously listening for the boom of the fog gun when 
somewhere ahead we heard the roar of a steamer’s siren, not 
the short shriek of warning emitted while running, but the 
continuous roar, indicating a vessel in distress. We headed 
in the direction of the sound and soon found that a large 
steamer had piled upon one of the uninhabited islands of 
the group we were looking for. As we were now in familiar 
waters we had no difficulty under the lee of the island, in 
approaching the stranded vessel. Coming nearer something 
about her superstructure seemed familiar and on closer in- 
spection we recognized the ‘‘ Yuba’’. 

She lay on a reef about one quarter of a mile off the 
southern extremity of the island in a badly exposed posi- 
tion aground about one half her length, the stern in deep 
water, huge waves piling up in great green masses and fall- 
ing on her deck with an ominous roar. We ran in close 
under her lee, informed them of their whereabouts and 
stood by rendering what assistance we could. After they 
had succeeded in launching their lifeboat, we left them, 
taking messages to the nearest telegraph station, advising 
the owners of the mishap and arranging for salvage of the 
vessel. 

When the weather moderated, it was necessary to get 
rid of the cargo as rapidly as possible, part of which con- 
sisted of live stock. These animals were hoisted over the 
side in slings and dropped in the water and most of them 
sueceeded in swimming to the island and later were trans- 
ported to the main land. Recollecting the Asbestos we had 
seen loaded in Montreal, we made a deal with the parties 
interested, at a very favorable price of $1.50 per bag, which

was not such a bad price to pay for crude even in those 
days. Not having accommodation on the yacht for this 
material, we arranged with an enterprising merchant on 
the mainland to secure some barges, which we undertook to 
tow out to the wreck. 


Unfortunately, we were delayed by bad weather and 
those in charge of the vessel deemed it expedient to throw 
the asbestos overboard. We reappeared on the scene in 
time to see the bags disappearing into the waves. We 
were unable to approach the stranded steamer with our tow, 
which owing to the sea kicked up by a stiff southwest wind, 
we had left under shelter of the island. The jettisoned 
cargo formed an enormous pile, the top of which showed 
several feet above the surface, where the depth of water 
must have been around fifty feet. Some of the top bags 
were removed by fishermen, but the bulk remains and as 
that part of the continent is gradually rising out of the 
water, in ages to come, centuries after the bags have rotted, 
this spot may be dry land and some one will make an inter- 
esting discovery of a large deposit of crude asbestos. 


Asbestos In Madagascar 


Numerous occurrences of asbestos have been noted in 
Madagascar, particularly near Maevatanana in the north 
central part of the island, northwest of Tamatave on the 
eastern coast. south and west of Ambositra and near 
Fianarantsoa in central Madagascar. All the occurrences 
are of the amphibole type. 


Production, which is almost negligible has been con- 
fined to the lateritized outcrops. Exploitation of the de- 
posits at depth has been urged, but as amphibole is less 
adaptable than chrysotile for the more important uses, 
extended development seems improbable, and the deposits, 
though possibly extensive, bear small promise of exerting 
any influence on the world market.

Asbestos Dryer Felt. 


Our readers will remember the short article appearing 
in our June number concerning asbestos dryer felt used 
in the drying of paper. 

This felt was described as consisting of an asbestos 
face with a backing of hard twisted, loosely woven cotton 
yarn, the cotton back taking up the pull and the asbestos 
forming an insulation between the cotton back and the heat 
of the cylinder. 

Just a few days ago a gentleman stopped in our office 
with a small sample of this felt, which sample he very 
obligingly left with us. He told us that this particular 
piece of felt was made in Belgium, but that since there was 
quite a bit of duty on it he was desirous of having it made 
in the United States by asbestos textile manufacturers. 

If you are a manufacturer of asbestos textiles perhaps 
this gentleman hrs already called on you. If he has not 
and you would be interested in making this material, we 
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will be glad to furnish his name and address. The speci- 
men of felt can be seen at this office. 

It is in matters of this sort that an overall textile or- 
ganization is desirable and would be profitable to the tex- 
tile manufacturers. As it stands now, perhaps several tex- 
tile manufacturers will go into the manufacture of this 
material, with the result that many experiments will be 
tried before the felt is comparable to the Belgian material, 
and a great deal of time and effort will be lost, not only on 


the part of the manufacturer, but by the user of the mater- 
ial. 


In a small industry like the Asbestos Textile, so many 
things could be done economically and quickly, with profit 
to all, if the manufacturers would meet their fellows in 
the field even half way in the matter of research, methods, 
ete. 

It isn’t quite fair, either, to ask your customers to do 
the experimenting, with probably loss of time and money 
to them. 

Minimum Carload Weight on Asbestos Paper. 


Our June issue contained a news note to the effect 
that the minimum carload weight of asbestos paper had 
been raised from 36,000 to 40,000 pounds, effective June 
first. 

Some of our subscribers advised us that this was in- 
correct and in the discussion that followed, engaged in by 
three large manufacturers of asbestos paper and two traffic 
service organizations, it appears that the ruling recently 
made is couched in rather confusing language. 

Knowing little of freight matters we offer no opinion 
of our own but give briefly the ruling: 

Supplement 33 to P. & R. Ry. I. C. C. J-8660, which 
contains exceptions to the Official Classification, gives the 
following provision under Item 325, effective June 1, 
1924, with the general heading of Roofing and Building 
Material : 

‘*Roofing, composition or prepared, as described in 
Official Classification; shingles, asphalt; shingles, asbestos 
flexible; felt or paper, building, roofing or sheathing; 
asbestos felt or paper, building, roofing or sheathing; in 
straight or mixed carloads, or mixed with asphalt, roofing 
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pitch, roofing tar, roofing cement, roof coating (not paint 
or stain) having asphalt, pitch, tar or rosin base ;—Mini- 
mum weight, 40,000 pounds (see Note 16, page 18 of tariff 
as amended).’’ 

Note 16 reads: 

‘*Minimum weight on straight carloads of building, 
roofing or sheathing felt or paper will be 36,000 pounds, 
except on straight carloads of unsaturated roofing felt or 
paper, other than asbestos, the minimum weight will be 
30,000 pounds.’’ 

The whole discussion seems to hang on the word 
**asbestos’’ which you will note appears in the first ruling, 
but is not used before the words ‘‘building, roofing or 
sheathing felt or paper’’ in Note 16. Some of our read- 
ers contend that because of the omission of the word ‘‘as- 
bestos’’ from Note 16, asbestos paper will take the new 
40,000 pound weight, while others contend that Note 16 
refers to asbestos paper, and also that they have shipped 
asbestos paper since June Ist, using the 36,000 weight and 
no question has been raised by the railroad. 

Looking at it from a purely grammatical point of view, 
it seems capable of interpretation both ways, and we be- 
lieve that the rate making bodies having this particular 
ruling in charge should have the point brought immedi- 
ately and forcefully to their attention so that the ruling 
may be made clear. 


Brake Bands That Won’t Brake. 


A friend of ours called up his service garage the 
other day and inquired as to new transmission bands for 
his Ford. He had had some difficulty in the bands get- 
ting hard and told the garageman that he wanted ‘‘good 
ones.”’ 

‘*Well,’’ said the garageman, ‘‘I can give you two 
kinds. The first will never wear out but after three or 
four weeks won’t stop your car, and the second will last 
eight or nine months with fine braking qualities but may 
chatter slightly.”’ 

Our friend mentally turned a somersault and then 
found breath enough to ask ‘‘What good on earth are 
bands that won’t stop the car? That’s what they’re for?’’ 

He found on further inquiry that the ones that re-

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tained their braking qualities for eight or nine months 
were an asbestos brake lining, the kind used on regular 
gear shift cars, the garageman saying that he had tried 
out many linings and found this asbestos brake lining to 
give better service on the Ford foot brake than any trans- 
mission lining he had ever used. He didn’t inquire as to 
the make or name of the others as they did not interest him. 

What does a manufacturer expect to gain by putting 
on the market a transmission lining that glazes after not 
more than a thousand miles running, end so eosts him 
$5.00 (at least) each month for relining. We cannot 
imagine any sane man asking for the same kind of bands 
after one experience of this sort, or even allowing such 
bands to again be placed in his ear. 

After all the propaganda on bad brekes and safety 
driving, it would seem almost an impossibility to sell a 
band that won’t stop a car. 

We firmly believe the time will come when manu- 
facturers of brake and transmission band lining will be 
compelled to make their linings conform to a certain com- 
mon standard, just as roofing materials, automobile bump- 
ers, ete., are rated by the Underwriters’ Laboratories. 


It is with a great deal of pleasure that we can an- 
nounce to our readers this month the publication in this 
end future issues of ‘‘ASBESTOS,”’ of two special pages, 
one (27) devoted to the interests and problems of the 
brake lining manufacturers, and the other (17) discussing 
matters of interest to the asbestos paper manufacturers.

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Asbestos Paper Activities 


This page will be devoted each month to a dis- 
cussion_by the Secretary of the Asbestos Paper 
Manufacturers’ Association, of paper activities. 


Attention has repeatedly been called to the fact that 
the damage done by business depression is compensated 
to some extent by the introspective attitud: developed in 
the business man during such periods. The self examina- 
tion results in the finding and elimination of many weak- 
nesses developed during periods of rush business, and, in 
addition, brings about more efficient methods of manufac- 
ture and distribution, increases the uses and markets for 
products thru efforts to regain declining markets and in 
general develops undiscovered opportunities which can be 
utilized when normal business returns. 

The period since 1920 has been particularly note- 
worthy from this standpoint, beginning with the inves- 
tigation into Waste in Industry by the Federated Engin- 
eering Societies, of which Herbert Hoover was president 
at that time, and continuing to the present time. This 
work has been given added impetus by many large engin- 
eering societies and by the Department of Commerce: dur- 
ing the administration of Secretary Hoover. 

Manufacturers and distributors of asbestos paper, air- 
cell, and similar products, are particularly interested in 
this on account of the added stimulus to their business 
which results from these activities. There are today sev- 
eral investigations under way which should materially in- 
erease the use of asbestos paper, air cell and other forms 
of insulation for the prevention of heat loss and fire. 

The Better Homes Heating Service, looking to the 
more careful insulation of dwelling houses, the investiga- 
tion of heat transmission by the Heat Transmission Com- 
mittee of the National Research Council, the investigation 
by the Bureau of Standards of the Department of Com- 
merce into proper building codes and minimum require- 
ments for buildings, will all tend to focus public thought 
on more efficient use of the products of asbestos insulation 
manufacturers and distributors, and will inevitably bring 
an increased volume of business in this line.

“THE SATURATION POINT” 

How high can the pipe coverer’s per hour wage go before it 
reaches the point where it autcmatically decreases the amount 
of work to be done and so cuts down the pipe coverer’s yearly 
wage to a point below that which he has been getting at a lower 
per hour rate? 

In other words, say the insulation worker is getting $1.00 
per hour. At this rate he makes, working 300 days to the year, 
a yearly wage of $2400.00. If the wage rate is increased to $1.10 
per hour, will the amount of insulation work to be done decrease 
to an extent that the insulation worker receives less per year 
than he did at the $1.00 rate? 


When the rate increases some plants needing insulation may 
decide that their workmen can apply the insulation more cheap- 
ly and the pipe coverer therefore loses the job. Householders 
decide that it is cheaper to waste coal than to pay the high 
wages for applying insulation material, and therefore do not 
have the pipes and boilers covered. 


Will such decrease in work be sufficient to more than offset 
the increase in wage rate? That is the problem confronting the 
insulation contractor today. It is a question that the workers 
themselves, and their Unions should seriously consider, altho to 
be sure the very existence of the problem explains to some ex- 
tent the fact that the higher wage rate obtaining the less work 
the pipe coverer accomplishes—he is trying to stretch the job 
to cover as many days as he can, and so make up for the loss 
in number of jobs. 

One of our Canadian readers declares that the “saturation 
point” has been reached in Montreal, and at a much lower per 
hour rate than is prevalent here in the States. Prior to 1922 the 
rate of wages in force in Montreal for pipe coverers was 55c; 
in 1922 it was 67%c and in 1923 up to May Ist it was 75c. Work- 
ers have now demanded 90c per hour. 

This contractor tells us that when the wage rate was in- 
creased from 55 to 67%c a decrease in house insulation work 
was immediately felt, and when the 75c rate went into effect 
“all house insulation ceased entirely, while industrial plant man- 
agers and proprietors objected to paying these advanced prices.” 
This reader contends that pipe coverers would receive more 
money per year at the 65c per hour rate, on account of the stead- 
ier and greater demand, than they would at 75c per hour. 

The wage rates in Montreal are lower than those in the 
States, but is it not possible that the pipe coverers are fast ap- 
proaching the “saturation point” and would better work a few 
more days at a lower rate per day than to work a few less days 
at a higher rate. 

We suppose it would be practically impossible to convince 
union men of the correctness of this reasoning, but perhaps 
some day they will find it to be the truth. 
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Our July issue stated that the rate in Kansas City for as- 
bestos workers had been reduced to 85c per hour. We thought 
the source of our information entirely reliable, but have since 
been informed by a contractor in Kansas City that the rate has 
not been reduced, the contractors still paying $1.00 per hour. At 
the present no agreement has been signed but it is understood 
that the Local Union is going to request the contractors to siga 
up at $1.00 per hour on a three year basis. 


The wage scale in Baltimore for Asbestos and Slate roofers 
has advanced since July 1st to $1.25 per hour for mechanics, the 
former rate being $1.12%¢c. 


A new agreement went into effect in Milwaukee on July 13, 
by which the rate for pipe coverers was raised 5c an hour over 
previous rates, making the present rate 90c per hour. 


In Chicago the Pipe Coverers’ Association has effected an 
agreement with the local union to pay pipe covering mechanics 
$1.37%% per hour for two years, beginning August 15th, 1924, and 
expiring August 15th, 1926; with the understanding that a new 
wage agreement will be negotiated before the 1st of February 
1926.

The Editor of “ASBESTOS” has arranged with A. A. Mow- 
bray, Commissioner of the Asbestos Brake Lining Association, 
for a regular monthly contributio: to appear in these columns 
regarding matters that should interest the entire industry. 

Altho not yet two years old, the Asbestos Brake Lining As- 
sociation has had a retnarkable growth, showing an increase of 
fifty per cent in membership, with all of the original supporters 
still enrolled 

“Brake Lines” is the name of the official daily bulletin is- 
sued exclusively for the members of the association. This little 
paper has grown trom a circulation of only ten copies to almost 
two hundred copies. Some members send certain issues to all 
of their branch managers. Other editions are intended exclu- 
sively for the information of executives only. “News that is 
News when it is News” is the slogan of “Brake Lines” which 
keeps the members of the association advised of latest devel- 
opments within the industry. 

The 1924 Data Book, presenting brake lining and clutch 
facing specifications, which was compiled by the association, 
will be supplemented by a new edition, to contain the latest 
figures, which will be published this Fall. Manufacturers of pas- 
senger cars, trucks and tractors have taken kindly to the idea 
of forwarding their data only to the association, instead of to 
all members as heretofore. The figures will be tabulated by 
technical engineers before being handed to the printer. The 
action of the members in co-operating in this connection has 
relieved them of considerable detail and should result in get- 
ting more accurate and more complete information. Of course 
this data is copyrighted in the name of the association. 

Two striking characteristics mark the work of the associa- 
tion. The members are not making an effort to regulate prices, 
and private quarrels are not hampering the development of the 
organization. Recognizing that there are certain matters which 
cannot be handled by the association, the members are glad 
to utilize those services which can be rendered. 

It is the hope of the association that the industry will be 
able to agree on certain standard sizes whch will be presented 
to the Department of Commerce, which, in turn, will forward 
them to the various automotive manufacturers with recommen- 
dations that they be adopted. 

The merchandizing movement inaugurated by the associa- 
tion is rapidly increasing sales. Members get timely bulletins 
telling them where to expect increased sales and also advising 
them of results that have been obtained in various communities. 
This campaign is being conducted at a minimum of expense and 
the results to date have been most gratifying. It is being hand- 
led in such a manner that the entire industry is reaping the 
benefits and it is to be regretted that a few manufacturers have 
not yet applied for membership. All genuine manufacturers are 
eligible for membership but applications are not received from 
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those companies which are really distributors but which claim 
to be manufacturers. 


Commissioner Mowbray makes his headquarters at 17 West 
42nd Street, New York City, where he is always glad to welcome 
manufacturers, irrespective of their affiliation with the organi- 
zation. 


Crocidolite of Commerce 


In mining blue asbestos it is frequently found that the 
outerop is silicified as hard as adamant. This has been 
termed the crocidolite of commerce and was considered a 
semi-precious stone until the European markets were 
swamped with supplies. The stone is a very beautiful one 
and capable of taking an exceptionally fine polish. 

Handles for umbrellas, knives and forks, penholders, 
ete, are made from this material, while the yellow variety, 
of a golden sheen, constitutes the ‘‘Catseye’’ used as an or- 
nament.

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Asbestos in New Zealand 


The occurrence of chrysotile asbestos in the Upper Ta- 
kaka District of New Zealand, has been known locally for 
some years. 

Asbestos is associated with basic and ultra-basie rocks 
that cover a broad zone, extending north and south thru 
the western portion of the Upper Takaka basin and into 
parts of the Aorere and Parapara Valleys. Scattered out- 
crops of asbestos bearing serpentine north of Mt. Arthur 
extend for a distance of at least three miles along river val- 
leys. Recently the occurrence has attained more promi- 
nence thru development work and active steps toward ex- 
ploitation. The New Zealand Asbestos Supply Company 
holds a lease on 146 acres about 6 miles north of Mt. Ar- 
thur in a very rugged territory. The area has been mostly 
cleared of forest, and trenching has uncovered the rock, 
permitting more detailed observation than has been pos- 
sible heretofore. 

**Cross fibre’’ asbestos occurs in veins having a maxi- 

mum width of three inches. Only a small percentage of the 
fibre is over one inch in length, most of it being under one- 
half inch. In Canada the asbestos veins are very irregu- 
lar and in general show no systematic arrangement, while 
in this New Zealand deposit the veins are arranged more 
or less concentrically around spheroidal masses of serpen- 
tine, ranging in diameter from a few feet to a chain or 
more. The asbestos bearing rock forms a shell surround- 
ing cores of serpentine with few or no veins. Rough meas- 
urements of some of these shells gave a fibre percentage 
y varying from 10 to 25. 
e No definite information has yet been obtained of the 
proportion of barren core to fibre-bearing shell. This seg- 
regation of fibre in certain zones would make it possible to 
separate the asbestos rock from the barren material in the 
process of quarrying. 

‘*Slip fibre’’ occurs in crushed zones between the spher- 
- oidal masses of serpentine. A large body of asbestos bear- 
ing rock is now exposed. Results so far attained are en- 
couraging and warrant the testing of bulk samples under 
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commercial conditions for the fibre appears to be of good 
quality. 

The district is handicapped by poor transportation, a 
pack trail, widened in places to a road, is the only present 
means of access. 

More detailed information may be obtained from an 
article in the New Zealand Journal of Science and Tech- 
nology, August 1923 number.

Asbestos fibre as a packing for an expansion joint is, 
we believe, a new idea, which has been utilized by the Con- 
necticut Light and Power Company at Devon, Conn., in 
the furnace walls for their large boilers. 

Naturally in such furnaces the temperature is very 
great, and when the walls of firebrick are too rigidly con-

structed, the alternate heating and cooling causes expan- 
sion which cannot be properly taken care of, with the re- 
sult that cracks occur in the wall, and often the brick falls 
out into the furnace. 

The furnaces in the Devon Station, as described in the 
May 13th issue of ‘‘Power,’’ are so constructed that spaces 
are left at proper intervals between the layers of firebrick, 
and these spaces are packed with loose asbestos fibre. The

fibre is used for the same purposee between the regular 
brick wall and the firebrick. As a general thing the joints 
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are about 114” wide, altho in some places where irregularly 
shaped spaces occur, they are larger and more or less ir- 
regular in shape. The sketches will show what we mean. 

The article does not state the variety of asbestos used, 
but in places of this sort we imagine either amphibole or 
chrysotile would serve. 


One of our correspondents in South Africa writes 
us that the new government there will probably give early 
attention to the revision of the mining laws on many 
important points. 

The present mining law enables a claim holder to lock 
up ground so long as he pays exemption fees, and in some 
eases such fees have been paid for twenty years without 
any work being done. 

The law in the days of the Transvaal Republic pro- 
vided that ground must be worked within a certain time 
or it reverted to the State, and it is suggested that a re- 
vision of the present law will make a similar provision. 

Our correspondent states it as his opinion that if 
the work of ground is made compulsory it will have a 
decided influence on the development of asbestos bearing 
ground.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


A brief glance at the general business conditions this 
month seems to indicate some slight improvement. 

Since the nomination of the Democratic candidate, 
business feels more assured, and newspaper editorials, 
writers for business magazines, financial men, ete., express 
the opinion that so far as business is concerned it will be 
content whether Coolidge or Davis be elected. We imagine 
that such a situation has seldom or never existed before, 
and it goes far to encourage the business world. 

Perhaps this situation is the real basis for the general 
belief that business will be greatly improved in the fall. 
Every comment we read, everyone we meet, whether in or 
out of the Asbestos line, predicts much better business with- 
in the next two or three months. 

Specifically as to Asbestos: 


The raw material situation remains practically 
where it was a month ago, the miners being probably just 
a little more disgusted than they were then. High wages, 
keen competition, particularly from Rhodesia, dull demand 
and low prices all affect the Canadian miner unfavorably. 
But just as we go to press we learn that the Thetford 
mines of Consolidated Asbestos Limited, will begin oper- 
ating on August 18th, after being closed down for nearly 
two months. This appears to be a hopeful sign. 

The Paper line continues fair with every indication 
of increased business in the fall, due to the active insula- 
tion season. 

Insulation contractors already report better business 
and this should increase greatly in the next few months. 
In fact insulation contractors are generally optimistic. 

The textile line remains dull but even it should im- 
prove with a general business improvement. 

Brake lining manufacturers are finding fair volume. 
Necessarily they have felt the effect of lower automobile 
production, which has probably been partially offset by 
increased replacement business. Some people believe that 
the saturation point for automobile production is fast ap- 
proaching and that future buisness will be mostly replace- 
ment business. On another page we anncunce the organ-

Belgian Patent Situation. Some new light has been thrown 
on the Belgian Patent matter. One of our Belgian readers writes 
us that while the recent decision in favor of “Eternit” would 
seem to indicate that the Hatschek Patent owned by Eternit 
remains valid until 1926, this is not quite exact. It appears that 
the original Hatschek patent, obtained in 1900 was to be public 
property in 1920, but in 1919 a law was enacted in Belgium in 
accord with which all patents would remain valid for another 
period of six years, that is, until 1926, with the exception, how- 
ever, that if it can be shown that the inventor or owner of the 
patent exploited that patent successfully between August 1914 
and June 1919 the benefit of the prolongation can be withdrawn 
by a decision of Courts. Our correspondent gives it as his op- 
inion that the Eternit Company has successfully exploited tne 
Hatschek patent during the period mentioned, and therefore be 
lieves it likely that a decision of the Courts will be given very 
soon by which the Hatschek patent is public property since 1920. 
If such a decision is rendered, naturally the various factories in 
Belgium making Asbestos Cement Shingles and lumber will be 
entitled to continue manufacture as in the past, and the Patent 
question will resolve itself into the payment of.damages to Eter- 
nit by those firms who started manufacture by the Hatschek 
patent prior to 1920. 

The Multibestos Company of Walpole, has recently issued 
a little pamphlet containing the very sensible admonition “Don’t 
let the Elephant and the Donkey get your goat.”

(1919) and were used on an extensive scale, including large 
government housing schemes.
